as tomatoes, egg plant, corn #r peas, 
which depend much on their flavor for 
palatablllty. 


Then all vegetables, with few ex- 


ceptions, are cooked in boiling water, 
and.the water is boiling when the veg- 
etable Is dropped In. 
At the end of 


the cooking period the vegetable is 
carefully drained (except tit cases 
where the vegetable is cooked In a 
very small amount of water and the 
water Is used with seasoning* as a 
sauce to serve with it, for example, 
green peas, and all steam removed be- 
fore the seasonings are added. 


Stuffed Cabbage.—Select a small, 


hard head of cabbage and'steam it or 
tie In a cloth and cook until'tender, 
using salt in the water. When nearly 
tender enough, drain upside down and 
pot into it between the leaves or in a 
hollow made in the center the follow- 
ing Ailing: 
One cupful *t chopped

General Wood's acceptance of the 


Governor-Generalship of the Philip- 
pine* brings once more to public at- 
tention our 
far-off 
experiment in 


what has been termed ''American im- 
1 erialism."

years our government has been the 
overlord of a thousand islands on the 
other side of the world, but the "im- 
perialism" involved has been under- 
stood to be only temporary, the Fili- 
pinoB having 
been 
promised inde- 


pendence as soon as tliey are fully 
capable of self-government. As to

capability, 
or 
the length of 


time required for their schooling and 
preparation, there has been 
differ- 


ence of opinion. The Wilson admin- 
istration was inclined to believe that 
the period of tutelage was sufficient 
and that the promise of independence 
thould be kept by fixing a date for 
our withdrawal from the Philippines 
in tlis not remote future.

William Kidd, a privaleersman 
of good repute from New Tork, to 
proceed 
acainst pirates in a ship 


wiled the Adventure, galley, on a 'no- 
cnpture-no-pay' basis. Th« adventurers 
included Captain Kld<l, Robert Liv- 
ingston. Lord Chancellor Somers, the 
earl of Oxford, first lord of the nd- 
miralty; the earl of Romney, and the 
duke of Shrewsbury, secretaries of 
stnfe: Bellomont and thc straw men, 
to whom the king's grant of treasure 
was later made, did not contribute a 
cent. 


"On September 6. 19*5. with a 


'crazy' vessel and a crazier 
crew, 


Captain Kidrt proceeded on his^mis- 
sion," the archivist said. "He picked 
•up 
several 
pirates, 
including 
"a 


Moorish ship of 200 tons and a Ben- 
gn! merchantman of 500 t'ons. both 
havinp French passes and being law- 
ful prizes." 


He came to New York and then to 


Boston "through the trickery of Bello- 
raont, who promised him safe con-

With tlie remnant of his crew 


he was arrested, sent to England, tried 
for murder nnd piracy, convicted and 
hunir on Execution dock Friday. May 
23, 3T01. to Mtiffjr tht HoHtleal «- 
ircncten of the tlmtt. ' 


•It was «kh«r Tx»rd Beflomont, <h« 


lord chancellor, the first .lord of the 
admiralty, the secretaries of state or 
Captain Kidd, and under this circum- 
stance he had no chance. Collusion 
and perjury are plainly evident in his 
trial; the French passes which would 
have cleared him of the piracy charge, 
though prodnced in parliament, were 
suppressed in the Admiralty court. 
The least said about Bsllomont's ac- 
tion in the matter the better. 
He 


fooled Kidd. he fooled his council, and 
the worst of it is, he allowed it in 
his letters to thc lords of trade. 


"The Captain Kidd of today is a 


composite pirate made \ip of nl! who 
frequented onr, shores from 1637 to
